Deer fence loons sought 


Efforts will be made to se­ 
cure long term, low interest 
loans for deer proof f e n c i n g 
by farmers, as a result of a 
trip to Austin last week by a 
Medina County delegation. 
County Judge Jerome Deck­ 
er led a group of 
f a r m e r s 
whose crops are being devast­ 
ated by deer to a conference 
with the governor, 
"We were very w e l l re­ 


ceived," said Decker, " a n d 
we appreciate it. The gover­ 
nor spent the better part 
of 
an hour wi th us^ and was 
shown slides of crops befo re 
and after being destroyed 
by 
deer," 
Decker said there was lit­ 
tle hope any help c o u l d be 
extended to fanners in time 
to help the crop situation this 
year. 


However, he said, steps 
are being taken in an e f f o r t 
to make long term, low i n - 
terest loans available s i nc e 
the area has been given emer­ 
gency status because of the 
drouth. 
Since the problem is drouth 
related, e f f or t s are 
being 
made to see if loans for deer 
fencing can be included 
in 
drouth relief. 


Loans might be available 
through ASCS programs. Deck­ 
er said. However, the judge 
pointed out, although such 
loans are available for chain­ 
ing brush, building tanks and 
cross fencing pasture, they are 
available on a matching basis 
with a lim it of $500. 
"Even if deer f e n c i n g 
could be included in allowa­ 
ble projects," D e c k e r said, 


"$1000 won't build very n ach 
deer fence. 
"We're going to see if the 
Department of A g r i c u l t u r e 
will approve deer fencing as 
an approved p r a c t i c e ( for 
loans) and raise the amount a- 
vailable," 
Decker said Rep. JohnPoer- 
ner of Hondo is seeking h e l p 
throu^i the o f f i c e of Sen.

part of the c o u n t y Tuesday 
morning. He reported 
t ha t 
rainfall averaged around 
an 
inch and a half north of US 
90 and extending to the Storm 
Hill area. 
Yancey, he said, received 
only a trace, while no 
rain 
fell at Devine. 
Boyd Saathoff, Bragg said, 
reported 2.95 inches of rain 
and light hail. His place is 
7* 1/2 miles north of Hondo 
on the Tarpley road. 
Edgar Saathoff and the Gil­ 
liam Ranch, Bragg 
reported, 
had light hail with some dam­ 
age to com. However, the 
ag agent said, the ra i l did 


more good than harm. 


Bragg estimated about IO 
per cent of the com stalks on 
the Glenn Gooding farm just 
north of Hondo were damaged 
However, he said he believes 
the com will grow, 


As the storm moved east 
across the Bandera highway, 
hail damage became more se­ 
vere, Bragg's survey disclosed. 
He estimated that 80 per 
cent of the corn sulks were 
Broken on the Harvey S t e i n 
tam about 5 miles northeast 
of Hondo, and the J. D. Mueiw 
nink farm. Some stalks, 
he 
said, were severed. 
Since the stalks were 
not 
yet jointed, Br agg beliexes 


the terminal bud is probably 
alive, and the crop will reco­ 
ver enough to provide more 
income than to p l a n t grain 
sorghum. 
"Of course, yields will be 
reduced and the crops will be 
later because of the damage," 
Bragg said. 
The county agent said he 
may be able to place a dol­ 
lar estimate on crop damage 
in about two weeks. 
Bragg estimated that about 
50 per cent of the farmers re­ 
ceived enough moisture in the 
last week to break the drouth 
and allow them to plant. 
"The Biry area and east 
toward 
Castra i .5e proban’ y 


did not get enough moisture 
to get a crop up," Bragg said. 
"For those farmers p l a n t ­ 
ing grain sorghum, I'd recom­ 
mend they plant an early to 
medium early variety. 
"With die late p l a n t i n g , 
and if it turns off dry in June 
and July as usual, we can ex­ 
pect a reduction in yields. 
"We're probably going to 
have insect problems - s o r ­ 
ghum midge, for i n s t a n c e , 
and it may be necessary 
to 
spray if the crop is good e- 
nough. 
"Yields are also going to 
be down. We average about 
2800 pounds of grain sorghum 
to the acre in Medina C om i­ 


ty, and I expect that will be 
down by at least 800 pounds 
an acre. 
"If we make 1800 pounds 
to the acre, I imagine most 
farmers would be w i 11 i n g to 
settle for that much at this 
time of the year." 
With the late p l a n t i n g , 
Bragg expects to see a lot of 
farmers put in br oom com 
this year, especially those 
with experience in growi ng 
the crop. 
"It's a dual purpose crop," 
he said, "with a potential of 
cash from broom, or, if moi­ 
sture is short and broom does 
not produce, it's good for hay

Infringing press freedom 


Government can infringe on freedom of the 
press through either direct intervention in the 
contents of a publication or through confisca­ 
tory charges on distribution. 


Proposed second-class m ail rates set by die 
Postal Service in effect would curtail newspa­ 
per distribution to thousands of readers. 


If the rates are approved by the Postal Rate 
Commission, newspaper management c o u ld 
see subscription costs increase 142 per cent in 
the next five years. 
Squeezed by higher costs on all sides, 
newspaper patrons may find the forced rate in ­ 
creases prohibitive. Newspapers and 
other 
publications, therefore, would become beyond 
the financial reach of many Americans. 


Particularly hard hit w ill be small weekly 
papers, which depend almost exclusively on 
the m ail for distribution. 
The new rates are based on 199 per cent 
of attributable, or actual, costs of hand ling 
the m ail. Postal officials say that die ex ira 
charge is necessary to cover overhead beyond 
actual handling costs. 
We appreciate the fact that the P o s t a l 
Service is attempting to operate on a b u si­ 
ness-like basis. But when rates clearly prohi­ 
bit many Americans from a c c e s s to varied 
publications, freedom of the press, guarded 
b> the U.S. Constitution, is endangered. Re­ 
assessment of the proposed rate structure is in 
order.

Parents Know the Drug Threat

This is No. I in my new series of "letters” to parents. Since 
I cannot possibly talk to every parent individually I find this is 
a speedy and efficient way to communicate. 
This series, as 
the title implies, will be to give all parents in our community 
some of the latest information on drug abuse. 


A noted college professor in the east said recently, "the 
present generation of young people in our schools and colleges 
are the best informed, the most intelligent, and the most ideal­ 
istic of any we have ever had in this country.” He adds, "to­ 
day’s young people are more moral than their elders, 90^ of 
them.” Only a small minority of young people are using and 
abusing drugs, but a minority still means a great number of 
young people, some quite young, and the number is evidently 
increasing rapidly. 


This is a drug-obsessed society. In 1965 about 167,000,000 
prescriptions were written by doctors for psychotropic drugs, 
the kind that change or affect mood or behaslor. Adults were 
the main consumers, and so we must assume that adults them­ 
selves are high on the list of drug abusers. 


If this is true, and national statistics seem to indicate it, 
the parents must look to themselves when trying to understand 
how the drug problem got its start in the first place. However, 
the purpose of this series is not to place blame, but rather to 
become familiar with terminology, learn more about the drug 
problem itself, and discuss how best to cope with it as parents. 


It takes no giant intellect to realize that a parent cannot 
scare a child into doing "the right thing” with statements that 
are not factual. During these trying times most children, from 
their associations on the street, know more about drug use and 
terms than their parents. 
Therefore, what we discuss here 
about drugs will be an effort to meet and surpass the knowl­ 
edge of our children, so that we may better Impress them on 
the pitfalls of drug use. 


Everyone knows, if he reads at all, the use and abuse of 
drugs that affect the mind is spreading across the country. Hun­ 
dreds of thousands, maybe millions of young Americans are 
tasting, testing and experimenting or going further with m ari­ 
juana, LSD, with "uppies” and "downies” . . . pep pills and 
sedatives, with "Speed,” and a few with heroin. So then, in 
the series ahead, we will examine such things as Oral Amphet­ 
amines, 
Injected 
Methamphetamine, 
Barbituratess, 
Heroin, 
Marijuana and LSD — what they look like, the names they are 
called by the teens, where they are obtained, how they are used, 
dangers of use, affects of use, reactions, etc. 


For a majority of youngsters, an encounter with mind-af­ 
fecting drug seems only a flirtation with the user feeling sure 
he can take it or leave it. Some authorities say that such ex­ 
perimentation can amount to drug roulette; some young people 
happen to be particularly susceptible to some drugs and can 
become dependent and hurt badly by what they intended as an 
innocent adventure. 


American society tolerates alcohol and Hcotine, both of 
which are technically drugs, and millions of people abuse both 
of them. 
Many drugs are taken legitimately by prescription, 
but there is also a black market among some potent drugs. 
Every year billions of sedative and pep pills are diverted to 
illegal use and misuse. This is enough pills per person per year 
to keep everyone in the United States awake and jumping for 
a week, and enough barbiturates to keep them in a stupor for 
a week, according to the Federal Food and Drug Administration. 


If this information convinces you that all parents need to 
know more about drugs, watch for my "letter” to you next 
week in this paper.
